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DETAILED ACTION 



Priority

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is in more than a single paragraph 
and more that 150 words, see below. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the 
abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the 
computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in 
patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the 
disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full 
patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions,

forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 



Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 



Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. The claimed method consists solely of the manipulation of an abstract 
idea and is not concrete or tangible. See In re Warmerdam, 33 F.3d 1354, 1360, 31 USPQ2d 
1754, 1759 (Fed. Cir. 1994). See also Schrader, 22 F.3d at 295, 30 USPQ2d at 1459. In addition, 
the claim is devoid of any limitation to a practical application in the technological arts. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Gatto (US 
6149055. 

Gatto discloses a system for issuing a negotiable instrument to an account holder 
comprising a transaction account institution, an account identifier, a card, a card reader, a printer 
for negotiable instruments, a negotiable instrument issued by the transaction account institution 
and the negotiable instrument being payable to the account holder (see abstract, col. 6-8). 

Gatto discloses a method of issuing a negotiable instrument to an account holder, 
comprising the steps of receiving a deposit of funds in an account, providing the account holder 
with a card; providing the card with identification of the account holder; receiving a negotiable 
instrument request from the account holder; reading the account holder identification on the card; 
verifying the availability of sufficient fund in the account for the requested negotiable 
instrument; providing a negotiable instrument in the amount payable to the account holder; and 
debiting the account in the amount of the negotiable instrument (see abstract, see col. 2-5, see 
figs. 1,5-6). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Gustin et al. (US 5897625) disclose an automated document cashing system. Pollin 
(US 5966698) discloses an automated payment system and method. Downing et al. (US 
5963647) disclose a method and system for transferring funds from an account to an individual. 
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Golvin et al. (EP 0949596A) disclose a method and system to perform electronic value exchange 
and settlement among heterogeneous payment schemes with heterogeneous currencies. 
Anonymous (Billpoint) discloses person to person credit card payments. Anonymous (dotBank) 
disclose person to person e-commerce service for sending and collecting money.
